Applicants' amendment filed November 6, 2006 is acknowledged and has 
been entered. Claims 1,4-11 and 13-30 are now pending in the present 
application. All rejections have been withdrawn in view of Applicants' 
amendment to the claims and/or comments. 

It is noted that the provisional ODP rejection over 10/817165 has been 
withdrawn.
